Probably you'll need to ex- 
periment a little with the wo- 
ven and non-woven interfacings 
to see which one fuses compat- 


ibly with the fabric you've 
chosen. 
Woven interfacing must be 


cut to follow the same grain as 
the outer fabric. The nonwoven 
type, however, can be cut and 
applies in any direction. 
То apply the interfacing, use 
a dry iron. Set temperature con 
trol for outer fabric. Be sure 
to place'the shiny or c 
side of interfacing {асе down on 
the wrong side of the fabric. 
Press down firmly with the 
iron. Do not move iron back 
and forth. A combination of 
pressure, heat and time аге 
needed (o make the interfacing 
adhere. 
After it's applied, check to be 
sure the interfacing does not 
show through the outer fabric.
